Applicants are 
requested and required to precisely disclose the elected chemical structure with (1) all bonding 
connections between and among all chemical ingredients and (2) listing of all chemical elements 
and their positions in the elected chemical structure for a precise consideration and search. No 
consideration or search will be made until these request and requirement are properly and fully 
met. It is now notified for the record. 

2. Claims 1-19 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising 
many possible repeating unit chemical structures of the general alkali-soluble polymerizable 
polymers as broadly disclosed in the art. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a 
single disclosed repeating unit chemical structure species for an initiation of a search, even 
though this requirement is traversed. Applicants are requested and required to preciisely disclose 
the elected chemical structure with (1) all bonding connections between and among all chemical

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case.
